~The Army plans to spend more 
money next year for catching de- 
serters than. in awarding medals. 

A breakdown of. miscellaneous 
personnel costs under the Army’s 
requested $14,200,000.000 in new

He chatted informally on street 
corners with groups of residents 
and Yarmers, and visited stores 
to talk with the merchants and 
their clerks.

MONDAY DEADLINE 
FOR PAYING STATE 
INCOME TAXES 


Missourians were reminded to- 
day that Monday is the deadline 
for paying their state income 


taxes. 

T. R. Allen, state income tax 
supervisor, said in Jefferson City 
that penalties of 5 per cent and 
interest of 6 per cent would be 
assessed on returns filed after 
the deadline. If returns are 
mailed, they must be postmarked 
before midnight Monday to escape 
the penalty. 

A stepped-up campaign of 
checking returns to enforce com- 
pliance with the law will be 
launched this year, Allen said. 
Negligence may bring a penalty 
of 25 per cent, and fraud or eva- 
sion penalties run up to 50 per 
cent. In addition, 6 per cent in- 
terest may be charged on delin- 
quent returns. 

To help in an expected last-min- 
ute rush today Allen ordered 
State Department of Revenue of- 
fices at 2400 Big Bend boulevard, 
Maplewood, and 2730 North Grand 
boulevard to remain open until 
4 p.m. instead of closing at noon 
as usual.

ST. LOUISAN SEES 
TORNADO ZONE AND 
GIVES $100 FOR AID 


A St. Louis county real estate 
dealer, driving through the tor- 
nado-stricken area of Arkansas, 
stopped a volunteer relief work- 
er at Bald Knob, Ark., and hand- 
ed her a check for $100, the Red 
Cross reported today. 

The man was Harvey’ Vatterott 
of Lindbergh road, Sappington, 
who told the worker, ““You'll need 
this to help people get going.” 

National Red Cross headquar- 
ters said that about $5,000,000 had 
been spent for emergency relief 
by the organization in a six-state 
area hit by a series of tornadoes 
last week. Of this, $1,000,000 
was spent in White county, Ark., 
which was hit hardest. Fifty 

ersons were killed and 325 were 
njured in this area. 

Revised casualty totals for the 
six-state area showed 207 persons 
killed; 1281 injured, with 698 still 
in hospitals, and 3750 families af- 
fected by deaths, injuries or des- 
tructibn of their homes, or a com- 
bination of these. About 3000 
homes were destroyed or dam- 
aged,

“The master plan for airports 
in St. Louis county was designed 
to prevent a chain of commer- 
cial and industrial airports from 
damaging residential districts and 
it was originally determined that 
the Illinois portion of the metro- 
politan area should be the freight 
airport terminal,” Matthews ex- 
plained.

Some Problems Listed. 

Matthews cited the following 
problems as indicating the need 
for co-ordinated action to regu- 
late and cause a guided develop- 
ment of the Lambert area. 

1. Regulation of the height 
of. buildings and other struc- 
tures in the unincorporated 
areas and the various munici- 
palities surrounding Lambert 
Field. 

2. Co-ordination and study 
of highway facilities serving 
the Lambert Field area and in- 
cidental commercial, industrial 
and residential properties. 

3. Consideration of the zon- 
ing and land use of property 
condemned by the City of St. 
Louis beyond the fringe of the 
original air field located on the 
master plan for airports and 
the existing zoning plan. 

4. Necessity for determining 
a pattern of growth which can 
be used by the federal housing 
administration as a gufde in 
determining the distance from 
the airport in establishing the 
limits for FHA guarantees of 
residential loans. 

5. Need for investigation of 
a possible smoke control ordi- 
nance for the protection of 
Lambert Field. 

6. Study of approach pat- 
terns, the development of the 
region and other factors to 
avoid any catastrophe such as 
the Elizabeth City (N.J.) inci- 
dents.

U.S. AND BRITAIN 
REPORTED SHARING 
A-BOMB SECRETS 


LONDON, March 29 (AP) — 
Recent moves toward pooling 
British and American atomic se- 
crets, including the projected 
hydrogen bomb, were reported to- 
day by London newspapers and 
the British Press Association. 

The Press Association said 
talks on overcoming difficulties 
now preventing atomic co-opera- 
tion have been carried on by 
United States experts and Sir 
John Cockcroft, head of Britain’s 
atomic research establishment. 

Cockcroft has spent two weeks 
in the United States and Canada. 
He is booked to sail home from 
New York today. 

The Daily Graphic said flatly 
that secrets of the hydrogen bomb 
will be revealed to Britain by the 
United States under a “new plan” 
for exchanging information. How- 
ever, a Supply Ministry spokes- 
man said: — 

“Although such _ co-operation 
could be of great value, we have 
no information yet on what steps 
have been taken to bring it 
about. It is difficult to see how 
a full exchange of information 
could take place without revision 
of the (U.S.) McMahon act of 1946 
which prohibits the exchange of 
atomic information and materials 
with any other country.” 

Thursday, the Earl of Berken- 
head, a Government spokesman, 
told the House of Lords that the 
two countries have been pooling 
their knowledge in research on 
atomic power for ships.

That policy is the es- 
tablishment of a trained ruling “elite” 
drawn from the ranks of the group 
thinkers or “social engineers” as Whyte 
nebulously describes them.

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To Safeguard Car Inspection 

The bill to require annual inspection of motor 
vehicles. which has just repassed the Missouri 
Senate after being ironed out in a committee 
conference with the House, is a step in the right 
direction. The step could easily land upon a 
banana peel, however, unless precautions are 
taken to make sure the inspections do not de- 
generate into a perfunctory gesture or a racket. 

Under the terms of the amended bill any ga- 
rage equipped to check brakes, lights and steer- 
ing apparatus could apply for licensing as an in- 
spection agency of the state. On being licensed it 
would inspect motor vehicles for a fee of $1, of 
which it would keep 75 cents and remit 25 cents 
to the state. 

Conceivably a large number of garages might 
apply and obtain licenses, too many for the state 
to be able to supervise. If so, it would be a 
standing invitation to garage operators to be- 
come inspection mills, mass-producing certifica- 
tions of inspections. 

FPerfunctory inspection would be worse than 
no inspection at all. To guard against such pos- 
sible abuses, the Legislature might well con- 
sider some such device as spot checking. The 
United States Army used spot checking of motor 
vehicles in Germany with excellent effect. Since 
no one knew when his jeep or truck might be 
spot-checked, the method approached the thor- 
oughness of a check of every vehicle. 
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Refusing to Quit 

. The big stakes fight against the vicious state 
senatorial gerrymanders in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county is moving into the closing rounds. 
The machine politicians have a clear-cut lead on 
points. But those doing battle for the people are 
determined and far from groggy. If they can 
stick with it, they should still score a surprising 
upset.

The politicians jumped out in front when the 
Missouri Supreme Court rejected the five re- 
districting suits from this area. But since the 
court did not pass on the merits of the various 
gerrymanders—it limited itself to the narrow 
legal question of whether the plaintiffs were 
applying the proper remedy—the people . must 
still have an opening. The question is, can they 
take advantage of it? 

Happily the St. Louis League of Women Vot- 
ers is in the process of exploring ways to do 
this very thing. In St. Louis county counsel for 
two other plaintiffs also is considering action. 
In each case the main problem is to obtain a 
favorable court décision before the April 29 
deadline for accepting filings from candidates. 
This would make the gerrymanders ineffective, 
an aim well worth battling for right up to the 
final bell. 
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Facts Don’t Belong to Parties 

The Senate’s investigation of the grain stor- 
age scandal at Camp Crowder is too important to 
be allowed to degenerate into partisan name- 
calling. 

Agriculture Secretary Brannan, whose defen- 
sive attitude toward the grain storage mess in 
general we deplored recently, says the overnight 
profits in the deal were not “fantastic” and that 
he is “utterly amazed” at the charges by Senator 
Williams of Delaware that they were. - 

Chairman Ellender of the investigating Agri- 
culture Committee, a Democrat, says Williams’ 
charges.of a more than $300,000 profit are “rath- 
er misleading ‘to the public.” Neither Brannan 
nor Ellender says what the profits were, or offers 
evidence that they were less than Williams 
charged. Nor does either show why any profit 
at all for a private middleman would not be fan- 
tastic in a transaction between one Government 
agency with something to sell and another Gov- 
ernment agency that wants to buy it. 

Under these circumstances Secretary Bran- 
nah’s protests, and those of Chairman Ellender, 
sound like partisan defense of the mistakes of a 
Democratic Adminfstration, rather than an earn- 
est desire to bring out all the facts regardless 
of their partisan effect. Senator Williams, a Re- 
publican, who has made an exceptionally fine 
showing in prodding on this investigation and 
uncovering many facts on his own initiative, was 
disappointingly out of character when he at- 
jacked Secretary Brannan. The Secretary, he 
‘said, had “dréeamed-up” the grain storage issue 
in the 1948 presidential campaign. _ 

This accusation, in turn, has the sound of par- 
tisan defense of the mistakes of a Republican 
Congress. Surely Senator Williams knows that it 
was restrictions imposed by the Eightieth Con- 
gress which left the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion unable to provide storage for grain which 
had to be stored,in order to be eligible for price 
support.

The stories which are beginning to come out 

of the way the Wage Stabilization Board reached

tion. 

That objective, if the post mortems are cor- 
rect, was lost sight of in the desperate attempt 
to construct a majority and postpone a steel 
strike. When the WSB majority now argues that 
its settlement fell within stabilization rules, it is 
reversing the sequence. What. actually happened 
was that 12 of the 18 members found a settle- 
ment they could agree on, and the settlement 
then became the stabilization rules, if any.

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A Sharp Cut in Housing Costs 

A two-and-a-half million dollar saving in the 
cost of the St. Louis Housing Authority’s Wen- 
dell Pruitt Homes seems assured by the new 
bids taken after the federal authorities criticized 
the original estimates as too high. 


Several factors conspired to make the lower 
bids possible. Some changes were made in the 
plans. The bidder's knew that they were under 
watchful pressure to figure closely. And no 
doubt the reduction reflects an easing of the 
construction market, both in materials ,and 
labor, which has already brought about some 
decline in costs in other cities. 

Whatever the reasons, a 12 per cent reduction 
in a 20 million dollar housing project is some- 
thing to crow about. It suggests that the federal 
housing officials knew what they were doing 
when they disapproved the original bids, and 


that the St. Louis Housing Authority can benefit - 


by critical surveillance of its operations. 

Mayor Darst should be encouraged to proceed 
with his plans for strengthening this agency, 
which is rapidly becoming one of the biggest 
businesses in the city. 


The Juke Box in Tin Pan Alley 


Somehow it never occurred to us that the 


writers of popular sofigs made amything less - 


than fabulous amounts from their hit tunes. So 
it comes as a shock to learn that “If I Knew You 


Were Coming I’d Have Baked a Cake” brought . 


in only an average of $439.07 a year to its author 
during the last biennium. -Bob Merrill made 
this amazing statistic available during a hearing 
of a House Judiciary subcommittee which is 
studying a bill to give composers a small nibble 
of the nickels people drop into juke boxes. 
These nickels add up to more than $500,- 
000,000 a year, according to Otto A. Harbach, 
president of the American Society of Composers, 
Authors. and Publishers. Painful as we have 
occasionally found juke-box listening to be, we 
agree that it would be more painfdl still if the 
tune we were listening to were our own and 
we were not getting one red, white and blue 


cent from its rendition on any or all of the 


500,000 juke boxes in this country. 

We are inclined to agree with Joah Whitney 
that a serious evil exists when copyrighted music 
is used for profit by the juke-box industry with- 
out payment to those who create the works 
making their income possible. The fact that 
Mr. Whitney is the composer of “Money Is. the 
Root of All Evil” might seem to some minds to 
disqualify him from speaking in favor of getting 
more of it. 
Whitney’s—is that money comes in two principal 
denominations, the kind one gets and the kind 
one doesn’t, and that the latter is the source of 
even more evil than the former. 

We put in our nickel’s Worth, accordingly, in 
favor of a royalty of one cent a week on every 
musical composition that is juke-boxed. Those 
who dance should pay not only the piper but 
the tunesmith. 
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Policing Election Campaigns 
Political campaign abuses ought to be checked 
and exposed before an election rather than after 


‘ it, in the opinion of Missouri’s Senator Hennings. 


His outstanding recommendation after serving 
on the committee which investigated the scan- 
dals of the Butler-Tydings campaign in Mary- 
land is that congressional committees be pro- 
vided with staffs big enough to investigate 
charges of campaign irregularities as soon as 
they are made—and on the spot. If Congress 
does not want its own committees to do this 
job, he suggests, then it might turn over the 
task to a permanent bipartisan board. 

There is always much to be said for locking 
the barn before the horse is stolen. Insofar as 
possible, voters ought to know before the elec- 
tion if a candidate is using unfair tactics. Often 
subsequent disclosures do not judge the damage. 

On the other hand, it would be very difficult 
to avoid the charge that an investigation carried 
on during a campaign actually constituted parti- 
san interference. The investigators would have 
to be acknowledged to be of such. probity as to 
be above all the pa of political warfare. In 
the Maryland campaign, for example, would an 
investigating committee itself. not. have been 
dragged into the mud? . te & yy | 

Maybe the idea can be worked out. Maybe the 
necessary safeguards can be devised. One thing, 
however, is certain: the election laws need dras- 
tic revision. = ss—t : 

Contributions must be more clearly controlled 
and corrupt practices more sharply defined. 
Also more certain punishment must be assured 
for violations.

About four million Americans are in 


the group whose drinking habits are be- ° 


yond their own control: half of them are 
in industry. Every working day \170,000 
people are off the job for this reason 
alone, representing an annul loss of 45.,- 
000,000 working days and at least one bil- 
lion dollars in wages. 

The uncontrolled drinker also loses 
more time per year than the normal indi- 
vidual because of illness only indirectly 
connected with his addiction. And alcohol- 
ics have two or.three times as many acci- 
dents as normal individuals, involving a 
loss to industry of perhaps an additional 
three million working days. : 

That most of this loss is needless is 
shown by the good results in big industrial 
firms which have worked on the problem. 

In the Allis-Chalmers company, those 
with alcoholic problems formerly had 
twice the average rate of absenteeism. 
After ameliorative efforts had been in 
progress for some time the absentee rate 
among problem drinkers was actually 
lower than the average for the whole 
plant. ria 

The World Health Organization says 
alcoholism -is-“any form of steady drinking 
which in its extent goes beyond the mere 
satisfaction of thirst, beyond traditional 
dietary use or the ordinary compliance 
with social drinking.” 


Short-Cut Cures Unknown 


More than 60,000,000 American adults 
drink. Four million may fairly be called 
alcoholics. There are perhaps two or three 
million more close to the borderline. Five- 
sixths are men. 

Many startling statements about alcohol- 
ism have been made in recent years. We 
have been told that it is hereditary, or jn 
allergy, or a malfunctioning of the glands. 

The suggestion has been made that 
heavy dosing with vitamins, in the right 
proportions, will turn the problem drinker 
into a moderate one (most authorities 
assume that the recovered ‘alcoholic must 
become a total abstainer). 

Drugs or hormones with remarkdble 
effects have been described, including an- 
tabuse, cortisone, adrenal cortex extract, 
ACTH, and birth plasma. | 

But if there is any magic short-cut for 
alcoholism the: authorities at the Yale 
Center of Alcohol Studies at New Haven 
don’t know about it. 

Some 6 per cent of all moderate drink- 
ers turn into compulsive alcoholics, and 
the authorities are not aware of any means 
which can predict whether you will be in 
the 6 per cent or the 94. 

The only trait they are sure @! alco- 
holics share is the uncontrollable impulse 
to gain relief through drinking from psy- 
chological and physiological states of 
anxiety and frustration. 


Cautious About Results 


Cortisone and ACTH temporarily sup- 
press some of the worst aspects of alco- 
holism, including delirium tremens, and 
somewhat more rapidly than other medica- 
tion. scientists are not convinced, 
however, that these drugs ever do more 
than bring temporary remission of symp- 
toms. Many . people experience such 
severe side effects that these hormones 
are now administered only with the 
greatest caution. : 

Some physicians have reported good re- 
sults from large doses of vitamins or other

if, while antabuse is in the system, the 
patient attempts to drink. The interdiction 


‘effect begins almost at once’ and may last 


four or five days. When the effect wears 
off the alcoholic, left to his own devices, 
will probably relapse. Antabuse sometimes 
has serious side effects. It has the advan- 
tage of making possible a sober interval 
during which he can be helped both phys- 
iologically and psychologically. . 

For a real cure it is highly desirable 
that the individual should find out what is 
the frustration, anxiety, or insecurity (or 
group of them) that lias caused him to 
seek escape into alcohol-induced unreality. 
He will begin to be well when, voluntarily, 
he will select a way of life—physical, emo- 
tional, and social—that precludes the com- 
pelling need of such an anaesthetic. 


In a World of Illusion 


Addiction usually begins with an anxiety 
state of some sort, whose symptoms can 
be temporarily masked by what alcohol 
does to the higher cortical centers. 

The alcoholic is usually turned in upon 
himself, in a world of illusion; this fact 
helps to explain the remarkable success of 
Alcoholics Anonymous, the value of whose 
work cannot be over-emphasized. 

The compulsive drinker is aided in A.A. 
by a man who has himself been through 
the same plight. Sucn a person can some- 
times serve as a bridge between the alco- 
holic and the real world. 

These circumstances explain why re- 
proaches and pleadings by one’s family 
and friends are almost always useless and 
can do grave harm. The alcoholic can 
rarely be aided by anyone, however well- 
intentioned, who does not have special 
qualifications for this work. 

The authorities of the Yale Center be- 
lieve that whenever possible he should not 
be hospitalized, which separates him from 
the workalay world. In the Yale Clinic a 
problem drinker is encouraged to continue 
on the job. 

Group therapy {fs ncw being used with 
some success. Several individuals treated 
simultaneously are encouraged to discuss 
their problems in the presence of others 
who are also in trouble and to accept the 
comments of their follows on their own 
situation. 


More Research Is Needed 
Because of the work of the Yale Clinic

THE GOSHAWK, by TY. H. White. (6. P. Putnam's 
Sons, 215. pgs., $3.50.) 
Joseph Wood Krutch in the New York 
Herald Tribune. 


This book, widely hailed in England 
with such p as “a masterpiece,” “un- 
forgettably ‘nteresting,” and “an ornitho- 
logical ‘Moby Dick,’” is certainly nature 
writing with a difference. Ostensibly it 
describes how the author undertook to 
train a hawk for the intricate sport of 
falconry. Actually it is the story of a sick 
soul which took this unusual method of 
relieving its frustrations. ~ 

Mr. White never tells us what reasons 
other than the prevalent ones he may have

Aggressors Pushed Back as Much as Five 
Miles— Air Activity Picks Up as 
Good Weather Returns. 


By THEODORE P. WAGNER

FORT HOOD, Tex., March 29— 
In a furious counter-attack, the 
First Armored Division recap- 
tured the town of Pidcoke and 
shoved the enemy back as much 
as five miles today in “Exercise 
Long Horn.” | 

The advance was the first by 
“American forces” since the 
“invading” Eighty-second * Air- 
borne Division struck from the air 
last Tuesday in the mock war 
maneuvers. 

Air activity picked up as good 
weather returned to the battle 
site. Planes scored “hits” on Bay 
City, San Marcos and New Braun- 
fels, Tex. 

“American” ground forces, pre- 


lated artillery was used — 2500 
troops just dropped by parachute 
and still confined to a narrow 
sector—would be a suitable tar- 
get for real atomic artillery.

ONE MIGHT THINK that if one flower of a cer- 
tain family begins to grow at a certain time, it 
would be joined by other members of that same 
family. But this is certainly not always the case, 
Each of the flowers named above is among the 
earliest to appear in our Ozark country and each 
belongs to a differerft family. There are a half- 
dozen or more bluets, each with its own double 
name indicating genus and species, as: Hustonia 
eaerulea or Hustonia minima. But all of them be- 
long to the Madder family which goes by the Latin 
name Rubiaceae. Other members of this family 
include the bedstraws and button bush which seem 
hardly related to the fragile little bluets. Blood- 
root, on the other hand, is properly- named San- 
guinaria canadensis to indicate the red-orange 
juice in the stem and root. It belongs to the poppy 
family which goes by the tongue-twisting name of 
Papaveraceae. In the same way, Ellisia nyctelea 
or Aunt Lucy is a waterleaf or Hydrophyllaceae;

A NEW FURNITURE TREND 
which made itself felt at the 
spring previews is a satisfying 
answer to the question of change 
but conservative change. New 
bedroom groupings in cherry de- 
signed by Thomas Kindel showed 
how rich and stylewise a com- 
fortable middle ground can be. 

Part of one grouping is 
sketched. It is called Italian pro- 
vincial. 

Other styles vary in their de- 
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parture from too often seen tradi- 
tional to a grouping called ‘Twen- 
tieth century suburban, but all 
have a fresh, contemporary sim- 
plicity combined with time-hon- 
ored beauty of detail and tradi- 
tional flavor.

THIS IS FURNITURE which 
fits. contemporary settings from 
town house to ranch house and 
the fashion idea of elegant in- 
formality. The finish of the wood 
as well as the furniture style con- 
tributes to this idea. It shows a 
mellow patina achieved by glazing 
and French polishing but it has 
a transparency to show the grain 
of the wood. The color is light, 
which again makes for a less for- 
mal feeling than the dark tones 
of the traditional furniture fin- 
ishes that are more usual.

had exceptionally good health in 
1951. The over-all death rate 
was only 1 per cent above the 
all-time low mark set in 1950. 

This was in spite of a wave of 
pneumonia and influenza in Feb- 
ruary and March of 1951 and 
catastrophic Midwestern summer 
floods. Although there were 
more respiratory diseases than in 
the previous year, their death 
rate remained low, rising less 
than 5 per cent over 1950. 

Tuberculosis X-ray surveys and 
tuberculosis control are actually 
working ahead of schedule. The 
death rate from tuberculosis in 
1951 was 10 per cent lower than 
in the previous year. The 20 
tubercular deaths in 195? per 
100,000 population is a low figure 
not expected for several years 
yet.

It was three times as 
high in 1933.

INFANT DEATHS also were at 
an all-time low. Never before 
has it been as safe to be or have 
a baby as far as the survival of 
baby and* mother are concerned. 
Over the coun as a whole, only 
one mother delivering a baby out 
of every 1429 died. Five years 
ago, the rate was double this. 

Although the number of chil- 
dren is now greater than ever 
before in the _ nation’s ’ history, 
contagious diseases of childhood 
are an insignificant part of the 
total death rate. Just think of 
the deaths from diphtheria, ty- 
phoid, scarlet fever, whooping 
cough, and pneumonia that used 
to take away children... Such 
deaths are rareties now. The 
leading causes of death among 
childrén are now accidents and 
cancer. 

In spite of the fact that polio 
cases were spread over a greater 
part of the year and thus seemed 
more numerous, there weren’t as 
many polio cases in 1951 as in 
the previous year. The total num- 
ber of people with~ polio . was 
about 29,000 in 1951, compared 
with 33,000 in 1950. The death 
rate from polio was also lower in 


1951.

THE DEATH RATE from ap- 
pendicitis is still on the down- 
grade. It is now three-quarters 
less than it was 10 years ago. 

The saving of 
appendicitis is partly ‘due to the 
effective medicines brought into 
use in the past 10 years. When 
an appendix ruptures and spreads

The 
important thing is not to wait too 
long to start a meld that your 
partner may be able to~ match 
with cards from his hand.

My Day

CALCUTTA (Delayed). 

E climbed aboard the Unit- 
Wea States embassy plane for 

a trip to Dacca in eastern 
Pakistan. The ‘feeling runs so 
high between India and Pakistan 
that they do not cross each 
other’s borders except in inter- 
national transports, and getting 
the passports is extremely diffi- 
cult. So this trip had to be tak- 
en under American auspices. It 
is only a 50-minute flight from 
Calcutta to Dacca. 

On arrival there we were met 
by Begum Noon, wife of Premier 
Nurool Amin, who is also the 
head of the all-Pakistan Women’s 
Association for Eastern Pakistan. 
Begum Noon, a charming woman, 
is Austrian by birth but was 
educated in England and now is 
completely devoted to Pakistan. 
At the airport there were many 
women representing different 
branches of her organization, and 
they had a company of their 
auxiliary military services there 
also. These girls do a certain 
amount of military drill but are 
used for nursing, Red Cross first 
aid groups, and clerical work.

I INSPECTED the company 
and then after greeting all the 
women I went over to speak to 
a large group of girl guides. In 
India and Pakistan they are 
called girl guides because the 
units or troops were started while 
the British were here. Their 
leader, however; spoke to me 
with great appreciation of what 


‘the American Girl Scouts had 


done through their scholarships 
to foreign nations. She told me 
that one girl had gone to Amer- 
ica on a scholarship last year 
and another one would go this 
year. 
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A NICE LETTER came to me 
from a child in India the other 
day, which I am going to insert 
just as it was written so that 
you can see that generosity 
brings its own 
wrote: 

oe mother often reads out to 
me from newspapers and tells me 
how many American women and 
gentlemen and even children are 
trying to help our country by 
sending out food, medicines and 
many other things besides. She 
couldn’t tell me, however, wheth- 
er our people have sent .any pres- 
ents in return.
